INTRODUCTION AND SUMMARY: ON JANUARY 9 EMBASSY RECEIVED 
DIPLOMATIC NOTE FROM MFA WHICH INVALIDATED 1966 TRAVEL 
RESTRICTIONS AND REPLACED THEM WITH SOMEWHAT 
MORE LIBERAL ONES. THE FOLLOWING IS AN INFORMAL EMBASSY 
TRANSLATION OF THE NEW DIPLOMATIC NOTE. WE ARE POUCHING 
FIVE COPIES OF ORIGINAL NOTE TO EUR/SOV. SUMMARY OF 
CHANGES IN TRAVEL RESTRICTIONS AND ANALYSIS FOLLOWS SEPTEL.

1 . " THE MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS OF THE USSR PRESENTS 
ITS COMPLIMENTS TO THE MBASSIES IN MOSCOW AND HAS THE
